ope continues to be serious, necessit- 
ating larger shipments until spring. 


and He said that he confidently expected 


America to back any British sacrifices 
which might be necessary to supply 
the needy people of Europe with nec- 
essary foodstuffs. 

Mr. Clines remarked that the situa- 
tion had been prevented from being 
critical only by the fact that a certain 
amount of wheat flour reserves had 
accumulated in England. 

He said: 

“Not the least of the services ren- 
dered to the Allies by this country 
has been the building up of these re- 
serves here. But in order to restore 
conditions to the normal margin of 
safety, there must be greatly increas- 
ed shipments of cereals until spring. 

“This, however will not entirely sol- 
ve one of the most serious problems, 
the shortage of beef and mutton. Vir- 
tually all the refrigerator tonnage of 
the world which is' or can be available 
and without which meat cannot be 
shipped is already employed to the 
maximum of its capacity for meat de- 
liveries. For instance, while there 
probably will be vessels available to 
bring to Europe the accumulated 


wheat harvests of Australia, there are | 


only a few additional refrigerator 
ships to bring the stores of meat from 
that country and New Zealand. This 
shortage of Allied tonnage is due to 
the submarine warfare. Nor will an 
expansion of tonnage modify to any 
extent our position as to fats and dai-

war shortage of these commodities.”

The 
party consisted of eight persons 


and ineluded another general and, 


naval and military officers. There 
were also eivilians, either diplom- 
atie or. government representat- 
ives, and secretaries and typists. 

“They were treated with every 
courtesy, and when General von 
Weber had formally siatec iis 
mission and shown that he was the 
bearer of proper eredentials, he 
and his party were driven next 
day to the Villa Giusti, close to 


General Diaz’s headquarters. At 
9 o'clock in the morning General 
Badoglo, the chief of staff, drove 
with an escort of cavalry to the 
villa, and on his arrival the 
troops present saluted and bug- 
les were sounded. 

“TEntering the Villa, General 
Sudogho found the Austrian mis- 
sion standing in a line in the draw- 
ing room waiting him. General 
von Weber was in full uniform, 
wearing the stars and ribbons of 
his orders. General Badoglo sa- 
luted him, and upon seating him- 
self asked the Austrian general 
his errand.
